NEw York, March 22.—A statement 
is published to-day based on informa- 
tion derived from a Tombs official, that 
Foster took poison the night before the 
execution. About 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, the matron of the Tombs 
found Foster sick, and in explanation 
be then admitted that he had taken 
poison, The man’s symptoms in every 
way confirmed the suspicion. On this 
account the Sheriff hastened the 
execution, and while many believed

Foster Still Talked A bout—Tweed’s 
Case, &c. 


New York, March 22.—William 
Foster was buried this morning at 
Greenwood, Rev. Drs. Walker and 
Tyng officiating. Atter the service Dr. 
Tyog said he feit it his duty to state 
his belief tbat the repert that Foster 
had taken poison and was dying at 
the time of his execution was false ; 


that he and Dr. Walker were alone 
with Foeter for throo_guartore at an 


hours immediately previous to his 
going to the scaffold ; that he seemed 
in good health and strength, and 
had a remarkabie self-possession of 
mind; that he dressed himselt with 
minute care, conversed tully and freely 
and on being visitsd by the Sheriff at 
9 o’clock announced his readiness in a 
full and cheertul voice, and although 
pinioned walked with a firm step .nd 
wirhout assistance to the scaffold where 
he stood until the fatal moment. Both 
clergymen declared the idea that he at- 
tempted or contemplated suicide as en- 
tirely inconsistent with their obseryation 
of bis physical and moral conduct du- 
ting the last hours of hls life.

INDICTING A NEWSPAPER FOR 
LIBEL. 

We gave full particulars at the time, 
of the persistent and unsuccessful efforts 
of Solicitor Cantwell last Fall, to have 
the Editors of the Wilmington Journal 
indicted by the Grand Jury of New 
Hanover County,tor calling Judge Bond, 
of the United States Circuit Court, a 
scoundrel. 

Solicitor Cantwell subsequently made 
the same attempt in other counties in 
his District, with the like result, until 
he reached Bladen, where by dint 
of perseverance and the use of unlawful 
means, as the Editors of the Journal as- 
sert, he at last succeeded in getting the 
Grand Jury to find a true bill against 
Messrs. Engelhard and Saunders, the 
Proprietors of the Journdl. 

Although they do not so state, we 
presume the Editors of the Journal will 
justify, in case it should be held by the 
Courts that the word scoundrel applied 
toa Judge is scandalous matter. As 
Judge Russell charged the Grand Jury 
of New Hanover at the Fall Term of the 
Superior Court, in accordance with the 
instructions prayed for by Solicitor 
Cantwell, that the word scounarel ap- 
plied to a Judge was libelous and in- 
dictable, and as His Honor has thus 
prejudged the case, we have no idea 
that the Editors of the Journa: will 
consent to be tried before Russell; but 
they will doubtless apply for a removal 
of their cause to some other District. 

According to some of the newspa- 
pers of Baltimore, Lis Honor, Judge 
Bond, does not enjoy a very enviable 
reputation in some circles in that city, 
and it may be that his Honor will not 
thank Solicitor Cantwell for the oppors 
tunity, or rather the necessity of going 
into a judicial investigation of 

his private and official career.— 
We remember reading an article sever il 
months since from a Baltimore paper, 
we have forgotten which one, in which 
Judge Bond was handled without gloves 
and if he has not been grossly misrep- 
resented at home it will not be a difli- 
cult matter for the Editors of the Journal 
to make out a very good case against his 
Honor. 

We incline to the opinion that Judge 
Bond will not feel under any special 
obligations to Solicitor Cantwell for 
having this libel indictment found, be- 
cause if the Judge desired anything of 
the kind, he could find abundant mate- 
rial in his own State, without resorting 


to the Courts of an interior couuty of 


North Carolina to vindicate his charac- 
ter and to uphold the insulted majesty 


of the law. 
Tu the asatter OF this libel indict 


ment, we must be permitted to say that 
Solicitor Cantwell has exhibited an 
unquenchable zeal, a devotedness of 
purpose and a dogged resolution, which 
if manifested in ali other matters per- 
taining to his duties would constitute 
him the most faithful, energetic, indom- 
itable and irrepressible prosecuting ofli- 
cer North Carolina has ever had —lejovre, 
during, or since the war! The Editors 
of the Wilmington Journal rather sars 
castically assert that, after giving him 
an opportuuity to vindicate Judg®& 
Bond, they will then give Solicitor 
Cantwell a chance to defend his own 
character.
